Journalist Discusses 
Media Coverage of Japan

SAN FRANCISCO 一 A 玫 al 
treetJornaal bureau chief believes 
that American media coverage of 
Japan is getting better，but there 
remains much room for further 
improvement. At a lecture 
Sponsored by the Japan Society of 
Northern California, Urban Lehner， 
the .Joxrzals Detroit bureau chief， 
discussed the problems and 
Suggested Some remedies. 

Lehner was the bureau chief in 
Tokyo, from 1980 to 1984, before 
moving to his current Detroit office. 
He was graduated from the 
University of Michigan and holds a 
law degree from Georgetown 
University. Lehner served in the US 
Navy prior to his 13 years with the 
王 aL Sireel Jo11a[ 一 reporting on 
business from New York，Chicago， 
amdPhiladelphiay andaon 
economics and labor from 
Washington，DC. 

In his talk held at 'the World 
Affairs Center on January 29， 
Lehnerfocused on fourelements that 
played a role in making American 
Press coveragelessthanit could be 一 
the Japanese，who are not easy to 
understand for the Westerner the 
correspondents，who are not well 
prepared to cover Japan; the editors， 
who are not open to 8giving 
importance to articles on Japan; and 
the American readers，who are Still 
relatively ignorant about Japan. 

FACELESS MASS 

“American readers are told less 
about the political Situation of Japan 
than they'are aboutthat of England， 
France， or Germany,” stated 
Lehner.“ Even though we read a lot 


in Our press about 'the Japanese，we 
rarely get to know any Japanese 3S 
individuals，what they think，how 
they live. The people of Japan 
remain largely a faceless masS.” 
Since both the American and 
Japanese people were not likely to 
change drastically in the near future， 
Lehner talked about how the editors 


.and correspondents could be geared 


towards better coverage of Japan. 
Lehnerpointed outthat，to most 
editors of general-interest 
publications，a good Story 1Ss more 
likely to be a political or diplomatic 
Story than -a business Or economiic 


Story . . . to be about change than 
Stability ... Warmakes abetter Story 
than peace....EFEamine is betterthan 


prosperity.” “Look where all of that 
leaves Japan,” he Said.“In general， 
Japan is all the things a good Story 1S 


not: stable，peaceful and 
Prosperous.” 
QUALIEFICATION 
Another ”Problem is the 


qualification of the correspondent 一 
the“Japan expert ”versus the “ex- 
perienced journalist” or the 
“Specialisb”versus the “intelligent 
generalist.”“Some Japan experts 
apparently assume that fuency in 
Japanese is the only qualification 
needed in a Tokyo correspondent,” 
Lehner said.“Atthe otherextreme is 
the traditional view of many editors 
that Japanese ability is irrelevant” 
Lehner continued. 

Lehner，who studied Japanese 
intensively during his three-and-a- 
half years in Japan，now feels 
“comfortable in Saying 工 have Seen 
Japan both ways 一 with and without 
the .language 一 and there 1s no 


comparison.”” Without Japanese， 
youare simplynota whole reporter,” 
he insisted. He particularly streSsed 
reading ability. 

PECULIAR TALEN 工 

“But journalism takes a peculiar 
talent and a peculiar teamperament,” 
he _ continued. “Ideally，what you 
want in Tokyo is a correspondent 
who knows Japan, yes, but who also 
knows Something about his Own 
country and how it works， about 
his newspaper and how it works. 
Someone， in other words，who has 
already done time as a reporter at 
home and excelled at it.” 

Lehneralso arguedthat “editors 
must be persuaded that readers are 
interested in Japan.” “The key to 
encouraging more good reporters to 
want Tokyo assignments, ”Lehner 
said，“'is getting to _ the editors: 
Editors_ determine TeportersS 
promotions, so, feditors are Serious 
about getting 一 and_ printing 一 good 
Japan coverage, they can find good 
reporters to give it to them.” 


START 了 ARLY 
Moreover，he urged that Japan 
Specialists get reporting experience 
at an early age, on alocal or student 
newspaper，for example， Perhaps 
those with advanced degrees in 
Japan Studies could also get a 
masters in journalism. On the other 
hand，journalists should study the 
Japanese language and people.

Workers in China Suffer from 
Alienation on Job, Says Scholar 


LOS ANGELES - The Chinese 
worker is paying a heavy price for 
industrialization. [Its the same price 
being paid by workers in the Soviet 
Union and the industrialized West 
一 alienation from one's woOrk. 

That is the _ observation of cul- 
tural anthrolopolgist Eugene Coop- 
er，a University of Southern Cal- 
ifornia_ authority on the anthro- 
pology of work，who has examined 
that subject on field trips to the 

”People's Republic of China.， 
DIVISION OF LABOR 

“Worker alienation occurs in two 
ways in industrialized Societies,” 
Dr- Cooper explains.“The worker 
tends to become alienated from his 
product as a result of intensified 
division of labor. For example, hav- 
ing once made an entire shoe，he 
now makes only the sole. 

“Or,” continued the anthro- 
pologist,“he becomes alienated as 
a result of being excluded from the 
decision-making process. He merely 
eXecutes goals conceived by man- 
agement.?” 

Cooper，who -speaks _ Mandarin 
and Cantonese， reports that 
China's Communist leaders began 
with high hopes of industrializing 
China without paying the price of 
Worker alienation. He says they 
believed they could build a society 
that would distinguish their System 
not only from capitalism，but also 
from what they deemed the pro- 

ductivity-above-all heresy of the 
Soviet Union， 

In the current issue of the Joxr7zaa/ 


Oo 47tpnropologicaL ResearcH， 
Cooper notes that China first 
launched _ campaigns aimed at 
“humanizing work” during its 
“Great Leap Forward”of the late 
1950$. He then describes the efforts 
to follow: 

“These campaigns were renewed 
with increased vigor during the 
“Great Proletarian Cultural Revolu- 
tion” of 1966 to 1976. In this latter 
period，China's workers in virtually 
all industrial sectors were involved 
in experiments in which attempts 
were Imade to eliminate worker' 
alienation arising both from elabor- 
ation of the division of labor and 
from the separation between con- 
ception and execution .7” 

ENLARGE TASKS 

The experiments，Cooper writes， 
included attempts to _ enlarge the 
woOrkers: tasks and to enlist their 
participation in management deci- 
Sions _ and technical innovations. 
Conversely, factory managers Were 
assligned regular stints of manual 
labor. Unfortunatley, Cooper adds， 
the Cultural Revolution was 
marked by fanaticism and chaos as 
well as idealism . 

“At present, ”Cooper's journal 
article continues, “China'?s central 
economic planners have all bnut 
abandoned their attempts to deal 
constructively with worker aliena- 
tion, in favor of an apparent accep- 
tance of alienation as an inescap- 
able conseqtuence of the necessity to 
foster rapid economic growth and 
development.， 


“Elaborate divisions of “detail 
labor and the separation between 
mental and manual ljabor，once de- 
nounced as capitalistic [or Soviet 
revisionist] tendencies，have now 
Imore Or less been accepted as repre- 
Senting applications of scientifically 
grounded principles of efficiency,2” 
wrote Cooper， 

“It would appear that Chinese in- 
dustry is ripe for the emergenee of a 
cult of efficiency not very different 
from the 'scientific management So 
beanutifully caricatured in Charlie 
Chaplin's Moaer7 7z11es,”the an- 
thropologist predicted. 

ALL-AROUND REFORM 

Cooper believes that China':s new 
emphasis on “efficiency” explains 
the Chinese Communist Party?s re- 
cent headline-making announce- 
ment of what it termed“all-round 
refOrroteEeeonmnotmIc 
Structure” 一 dramatically described 
by the Western press as an endorse- 
ment of capitalistic Imarket forces. 

Says Cooper,“That PITOcess WaS 
already under way, as far as TIcould 
tell，during my two-month visit to 
China in the sSummer of 1982.2” 

Of his first China trip，made in 
1972， Cooper recalls，“China's 
leadership envisioned a Socialist 
utopia in which workers would 
Share in management and managers 
would share the manual ljabor.

The 
cobalt also tends to pull down on the 
overglaze resulting in slightly 
depressed areas where alot of cobalt 
was applied. : 

In an attempt to control the 
“running”of the volatile cobalt, the 
early 15th century potters applied 
the cobalt in a series of dots. This 
dotting effect is apparent in many 
pieces made during the Yongle reign 
(AD 1403-1424) 

LEGITITIMIZED 

If the Yongle pieces still tend 
toward fuzziness and inconsistent 
color the works created during the 
next reign demonstrated complete 
mastery of the underglaze blue 
technique. This shouldn't come as a 
Surprlise， Since “Xuande， who 
Succeeded Yongle to _ the Ming 


throne, was a dedicated champion of 


the arts who legitimized the blue- 
and-whites as o 什 cial court wares. 
Before this time, the court taste had 
leaned toward white monochromes. 

“The potters were obviously 
experimenting with ceobalts from 
different Sources,， said Shangraw. 
One result of this experimentation 


was the introduction of manganese， 
Present in native cobalt as an 
impurity; to control the sputtering. 
The potters also prepared different 
cobalt mixes to obtain arange ofblue 
tones 位 om 1light to very dark.， By 
coincentrating heavy doses of 
imported cobalt to certain areas in a 
technique known as “heaped and 
piled,， an extremely dark color， 
much treasured by Chinese 
connoisseurs，was achieved. 
WHITE SPACE 

The innovation in chemistry 
came hand in hand with creativity in 
design.，Ihe Yongle and Xuande 
reigns Saw many new pottery shapes 
and artistic approaches to the use of 
white space. Unlike the 14th century 
pieces, which were producedmainly 
for export，the 15th century blue- 
and-white “porcelains have an 
openness and airiness much 
apPpreciated by the Chinese 
themselves. 

The 15th century potters also 
demonstrated their artistic geniuses 
in abstracting elements of various 
natural forms，such as different 
flowers and leaves，and combining 
them into an esthetically Pleasing， 
though not necessarily botanically 
accurate，composite. 

After Xuande'”s death, there was 
aperiod of aboutthree decades when 
production from the imperial kilns 
WwWere officially banned. he empress 
dowager，wpho was grandmother to 
the new eight-year-old emperor, 
decided to put a stop to her deceased 
SOnS extravagancej and issued 
edicts probibiting further porcelain 
production for the court. 

FEAKE REIGN MARKS 

In spite ofthe imperial ban, blue- 
and-white porcelain Still continued 
to be made during this “ceramic 
interregnum” period. Some even 
bore the old reign:mark of 入 uande、 
The fake reign marks，however， 
could be distinguished from the 
genuine ones .from the sjlight 
hesitancy on the part of the forgers 
when executing the characters. 
According to Shangraw, the slightly 
heavier color at the end of the 
character storkes，indicating just a 
moment s hesitation, are a giveaway 
to the reign marks nonauthenticity. 

The designs in this later period 
were not as _ creative as in the 
”classic”golden age of the 和 uande 
era， JInstead of the freeflowing， 
Spontaneous brushstrokes of the 
Xie)Tpainting style, the potters in the 
later periods merely drew the 
outlines of design and filled them 
in with washes. 

PLAYEUL DRAGON 

There were， however，many 
distinguished pieces made in the late 
15th century，during the reigns of 
Chenghua and Hongzhi， when 
imperial patronage was revived. 人 A 
dragon bowl bearing the reign markK 
of Hongzhgi is an important piece 
illustrating thatperiod:s 
achievements. TIhe dragon was 
executed in a softer，pPurplish blue 
tone with aratherplayful expression， 
in sharp contrast to the harsh and 
Severe dragons of the 和 uande era. 

Another interesting dragon was 
depicted in reverse (white against 3 
blue background) in an unmarked 
11ez1n8 type vase attributed to the 
Hongzhi period. This prunus vase，

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Pirating Plagues Chinese-Language 


Videotape Rental Business 


By JON NISSENBAUM 

SAN FRANCISCO - A Brisbane 
distributor of Chinese-language 
videotaped television ShowSs was 
one of 10 firms sued last December 
by the Los Angeles County district 
attorney"s office for alleged Price 
fxing. 

Some local distributors contend， 


however, that the Price fixing wasa 


justified attempt to combat a more 
serious problem: pirating. 

The nine other firms in the Suit， 
all in Chinese American areas 
around Los Angeles，bought the 
videotapes at a discount from the 
Brisbane company， International 
Audio Visual Communications， 
Inc.，(IAVC) and rented them to 
customers at a fixed price of $2 per 
day. 

The companies were accused of 
setting artificially high Prices，re- 
ducing competition，and depriving 
consumers of the option of shop- 
ping for lower prices. 

SETTLEMENT 

Seven of the firms immediately 
agreed to a settlement in which they 
paid a total of $18,470 in civil pen- 
alites，said Deputy District Attor- 
ney Louls KK. Ito，and JIAVC has 
tentatively agreed to a settlement of 
$S000. Ito _ expects the other two 
companies，Chinese Television in 
Santa Ana -and World Video in 
Monterey Park, to agree to an out- 
of-court settlement within a week. 

In the San Francisco Bay Area， 
there is no evidence of any artificial 
Drice-setting among the Chinese 
videotape rental shops. Daily rates 
range from 60 cents (for members) 
at the_ local branch of JIAVC on 
Powell St. to $3 at World Video in 


Mountain View. Most stores rent 
tapes for around $1 a day. 

Alan Mok,， manager of the Chi- 
nese International Video Corp. on 
Powell St., attributes this in part to 
the relative Sizes of Chinese-Speak- 
ing populations in LA and SFE.“In 
San Francisco there's less bnuis- 
iness 一 it has a smaller Chinatown 
compared with Los Angeles,”he 
said. Competition is therefore not 
as fierce，Mok argued . 

PIRATING 

But Some officials at another SF 
distributor maintain that the com- 
petition ls too fierce, and that leads 
to ia far more Severe problem: pir- 
ating. 

When stores compete and are 
forced to drive their prices down， 
many of them ijllegally duplicate 
tapes and rent them for prices So 
low it drives legitimate stores out of 
business,，_ according to Stephen 
Kow, vice president of Hong Kong 
TV Video Program，Inc. 

Hong Kong TVP, on Polk St., is 
the exclusive distributor in the US 
of a Hong Kong TV station，with 
SUb-licensees all over the country. 

MINIMUM PRICE 

Kow thinks the pirating Problem 
is So bad there should be a required 
minimum price. 

“Itxs- not a _ matter Of Price 
fixing,”he Said.“TIt"s a matter of 
“What'severybody else charging22?” 

Rather than spend time chasing 
legitimate businesses which are try- 
ing to deal with the fierce competi- 
tion, the district attorney Should go 
after the piraters，Kow Said. “We 
have Prosecuted many: of these 
cases OUrselves，in civil suits，and 
won. We'd like to see the D.A. get

Before he became a real estate 
tycoon, Lee was an organizer forthe 
JInternational Ladies Garment 
Workers Union. “IT11 never forget 
tbhose ladies. Ididn't have much 


Success as an organizer, but atleastI 


Was able to make people understand 
that they Should stand up for 
themselves 让 they are being treated 
unfairly.”Iin 1984, as a member of 
the State Industrial Welfare 
Commission, he showed that he has 
not forgotten “those ladies” by 
pushing through a resolution which 
makes manufacturers who employ 
Workers through SwWeat-Sshop 
contractors resSponsible for Paying 
the workers minimum wage. “We 
Saw there were  a number of 
violations and the ladies were not 
getting even minimum wage,”said 
Lee， who admitted that the 
resolution “has no real teeth.”“It 
takes a long time to make something 
work. 工 still pay lots of attention to 
the “welfare of workers in 
Chinatown,”he said. 

As co-chair of the En 
Club Workers Special Fund，Lee 
recently held a luncheon which 
netted a $5,000 pot out of which 
each worker，whohas been on Strike

guy,， continued Lee referring to the 
years Spent as arefugee working in a 
machine Shop before immigrating to 
the US. Isuffered alot.Iknow what 
itistobepoorand in trouble... .Now 
TIdon't forget the community.” 
Lees generosity is becoming 
legendary. In 1977 and 1978， he 
gave what he calls“the best lunch in 
Chinatown” at the ， Empress 
Restaurant to 800 senior citizens

Lee feels that too many of the 
citys Chinese 。 Americans ， are 
politically apathetic， “The older 
newWcomers, esSpecially the refugees， 
they are contented ifthey have ajob 
and can getagoodeducation fortheir 
children,， ”he said. Lee，who lost a 
bid for the Board of Supervisors in 
1980， is looking to the _ next 
generation of Chinese Amiericans， 
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the teenagers，wWho will be able to 
vote in a few years to take a more 
Serious interest mn expanding their 
political power. 

The community is evolving， 
observed Lee.“Newcomers are now 
arTiving with a lot of money. In the 
past we arrived poor,”he remarked. 
The money, miuch of which is coming 
fom 下 ong 天 ong，will provide jobs 
and capital for the community.
